ontives. 


"The selling problem of the news- 


paper is somewhat different from that 
of the average product, in thai there 
are two selling forces on a newspa- 
per. Tlie manufacturer produces an 
automobile and sells an automobile. 
The newspaper produces a newspaper 
and the circulation, department sells 
the newspaper. The principal selling; 
staff, however, sells a by-product of 
the newspaper, mxmely, advertising 
spa ce. 


"Since newspaper publishing is a' 


manufacturing imlu.s.lry, there 
are 


manufacturing costs that largely de-' 
iermine the revenue that inusl lie ob- 
ained. 'Increased costs in .the average 
manufacturing plant arc reilecled in 
the price of the product. That is not 
the ease with the avc/age newspaper 
as the subscription price usually does 
not increase. The great by-product of 
the newspaper, advertising space, 
being the principal sour.ee of revenue, 
must carry production costs, and a 
fair manufacturing prolit. 


"Here are some of the manufac- 


turing costs thai go into a page ad- 
vertisement in a paper like The India- 
napolis News. 


'•The white paper alone, at the mill, 


costs about $1(10.00 for 
one 
full 


page advertisement ( one side of one 
sheet.' of paper for about 135,000 cir- 
culation.) In addition, there 
is 
a 


lieavy "freight, drayagc and 
storage 


charge, due to the bullciness of white 
paper and the distance from which it 
must be shipped, insurance must be 
carried on this white paper and 
a 


sullicicn! stock carried for emergen- 
cies, such as railroad strikes, 
mill 


strike, etc. This means invested capi- 
tal. 


'•The 'factory workers' in a news- 


paer plant must be above the average 
in intelligence, as their work, for the 
most part, requires a reasonably good 
education, and a considerable period 
of training. As a result, the wage.-; of 
the factory workers in a 
newspaper 


plant are above the average for man- 
ufacturing institutions. The cost 
of 


composing, stereotying and printing 
a page advertisemnt is considerably 
more than people realize. Any com- 
mercial printer will say that compos- 
ing room time including labor and 
overhead, costs between .fli.OO and 
$•1.00 an hour per person. 


"The ink bill, alone, is a consid- 


erable item for a newspaper. 


"The cost uf getting and assembling 


the news of.the day is high. Keport- 
ers. re-write men, feature 
writers, 


cartoonists, department heads, 
etc., 


aggregate a considerable payroll. Tlie 
speed with, which news must be han- 
dled requires tremendous telephone, 
telegraph and cable charges. It costs 
real money to cover the world 
will 


news service, but this is required in 
order to develop the circulation and 
reader interest that is essential lo ef- 
fective advertising results. All 
of 


these things, therefore, are necessary 
costs in producing advertising space. 


'•(jeneral ovcihead costs arc a big 


item.—rent, light, heat, maintenance 
of equipment, administrative execu- 
tives, general otlice force, etc. 
' 
"All of these things are prodnctiop 


costs. In addition, there is Ihv legiti- 
mate cos! of selling advertising space 
and the necessary cost of selling cir- 
culation and of giving service to sub- 
scribers. The cirr'illation service re- 
quires large expenditures for ;r;>ns- 
portation ot" newspaper. 


"The publication of a 
newspaper 


probably requires (lie expenditure of 
a larger proportion of gross revenue 
for the payment of production costs 
than docs any othe manufacturing in- 
dustry. The man who -buys 
white 


space buys more, both in cost of pro- 
duction and in potential returns, than 
IB realix.es.''
